Celebrating  the  achievements  of  individuals 


Ftom  majors  in  biology  to 
business,  math  to  music, 
economics  to  education, 
101  women  crossed  the  stage 
May  1 1, 2002,  to  go  down  in 
history  as  Wesleyan  College’s 
1 62nd  graduating  class.  This 
year’s  ceremony  also  marked 
Dr.  Nora  Kizer  Bell’s  final 
commencement  as  president 
and  saw  the  granting  of 
Wesleyan’s  first  bachelor’s  of 
science  degrees. 

After  filing  inside  Porter 
Auditorium  the  Purple  Knight 
Class  of  2002,  faculty,  staff, 
families  and  friends,  listened  to 
Dr.  Bell’s  parting  words  and 
the  commencement  address  by 
philanthropist  and  entrepre- 
neur Catherine  B.  Reynolds. 

“As  a native  of  Jacksonville, 
Florida,  or  what  most  people 
refer  to  it  as  ‘South  Georgia,’  I 
am  thrilled  to  be  speaking  at  a 


southern  women’s  college,” 
began  Reynolds,  who  went  on 
to  praise  the  college’s 
approach,  diversity  and  focus 
on  individual  achievement.  “Is 
there  deep  thought  in  the  Deep 
South?”  She  asked  the  audi- 
ence that  packed  Porter 
Auditorium,  quoting 
Wesleyan’s  web  site.  “We  think 
so  — and  so  do  I.” 

Her  statements  were  certain- 
ly borne  out  by  this  year’s  grad- 
uates. Wesleyan  conferred  91 
AB  (artium  baccalaureae) 
degrees,  six  masters  of  arts 
degrees  in  early  childhood  edu- 
cation and  middle  grades  math 
and  science  and  four  degrees  in 
the  bachelor  of  science  in  busi- 
ness administration  program. 

The  women  of  this  year’s 
class  are  taking  a variety  of 
paths  to  the  future.  Beth 
Williford,  one  of  the  Class  of 


2002 ’s  19  honor  graduates  who 
graduated  magna  cum  laude 
vsdth  departmental  honors  in 
sociology,  will  be  attending 
graduate  school  at  Purdue 
University  this  fall.  Likewise, 
dual  major  graduate  Silla 
Sumerlin  (psychology  and  stu- 
dio art)  will  be  attending 
Vanderbilt  University’s  acute 
care  nurse  practitioner’s  pro- 
gram for  the  next  two  years. 
Erica  Herrmann,  a graduate  in 
history/political  science,  will  be 
pursuing  a career  on  Capitol 
Hill,  while  biology  graduate 
Elsa  George  will  be  working  in 
the  operating  room  at 
Coliseum  Hospital  in  Macon 
as  an  anesthesia  technician 
before  applying  to  medical 
schools  for  the  fall  of  2003.

possible.  Tm  also  really  looking 
forward  to  the  beginning  of  the 
academic  year.  The  first  thing 
on  my  agenda  in  August  is  to 
get  out  and  meet  the  students.  I 
want  to  go  to  classes,  their 
sporting  events,  musical  and 
theatre  performances,  art 
exhibits  — 1 want  to  play  a role 
in  the  daily  life  at  Wesleyan. 

Q:  As  someone  who  has  been 
so  closely  involved  with  Wesleyan 
as  a student.  Alumnae 
Association  president  and  Board 
of  Trustees  chair,  have  you  been 
surprised  by  anything  since 
youve  become  acting  president? 
What  is  your  impression  of  the 
job  so  far  — the  challenges  and 
opportunities? 

A:  Surprised  by  anything? 
Hmm.  Well,  1 have  been  a little 
surprised  by  how  deeply  devot- 
ed so  many  people  are  to 
Wesleyan.  I’ve  encountered  that 
everywhere  I go.  I’m  delightfiil- 
ly  surprised  that  so  many  folks 
recognize  how  special  Wesleyan 
is.  As  far  as  challenges  and 
opportunities  — 1 think  we 
have  the  opportunity  to  contin- 
ue to  build  on  the  trend  that  has 
developed  over  the  past  several 
years  — not  only  are  more  stu- 
dents enrolling,  but  the  acade- 
mic profile  of  those  students  is 
the  strongest  in  the  history  of 
this  college.  I’m  exciting  about 
trying  to  help  attract  students 
here,  and  one  way  I want  to 
prepare  is  by  listening  to  and 
trying  to  understand  our  cur- 
rent students.  1 also  see  an 
opportunity  to  build  on  our 
relationship  with  the  United 
Methodist  Church.  The  Rev. 
(William)  Hurdle  has  done  a 
wonderful  job  of  promoting 
spiritual  growth  in  our  students. 
We  need  to  emphasize  that  vital 


part  of  the  Wesleyan  experience 
as  we  recruit  students. 

Q:  You  mentioned  speaking  to 
students  and  attending  student 
activities  and  classes  — what 
relationships  do  you  hope  to 
have  with  our  students? 

A:  I hop>e  one  of  my  strengths 
is  that  I listen  well.  1 suppose 
that  comes  from  being  a shy 
child,  even  a shy  adult  some- 
times. (Smiles)  1 think  every  stu- 
dent should  have  a voice  and  be 
heard.  I’m  going  to  be  accessible 
to  students.  In  addition  to 
attending  student  fimctions  and 
classes,  I’d  also  like  to  attend 
some  meetings  of  the  student 
organizations  to  find  out  their 
needs  and  concerns.  The  stu- 
dents are  the  reason  we  are  here. 

Q:  On  the  other  side  of  the 
coin,  what  do  alumnae  need  to 
understand  about  the  Wesleyan 
of  today? 

A:  While  we  continue  many 
of  the  traditions  that  Wesleyan 
students  have  embraced  for 
generations,  Wesleyan  has 
changed  — just  as  a vital  insti- 
tution must  change.  Our  job, 
in  part,  is  to  provide  our  stu- 
dents with  an  education  that  is 
steeped  in  the  marvelous  tradi- 
tions of  this  unique  institution 
and  at  the  same  time  is  relevant 
to  the  world  we  live  in.  That’s 
why  Wesleyan  is  so  remark- 
able. Our  cultural  diversity  is 
reflective  of  the  world  and  our 
service  component  is  just  as 
important  as  it  has  always 
been.  We  have  remarkable 
teaching  here,  and  not  just  in 
the  classroom.  Everything  you 
need  to  become  a better  person 
is  right  here.  Wesleyan  is  not 
the  same  school  — it’s  better. 

Q:  With  so  many  colleges  and 
universities  raising  tuition  costs, 
how  was  Wesleyan  able  to  keep 
tuition  costs  the  same  this  com- 
ing school  year? 


A:  Keeping  the  cost  of 
tuition  consistent  is  reflective 
of  our  belief  that  education 
should  remain  affordable  to 
everyone.  We  are  also  very 
conscious  about  using  the 
funds  we  have  in  the  best  way 
and  have  positioned  ourselves 
as  the  most  affordable  selective 
college  in  the  country.  The 
response  has  been  terrific. 

Q:  How  do  you  think 
Wesleyan  should  position  her- 
self in  this  first  half  of  the  21st 
century? 

A:  First,  we  have  to  have  a 
sufficient  endowment  so  our 
resources  are  such  that  we  con- 
tinue to  be  competitive,  and  that 
is  why  the  Leap  of  Faith  cam- 
paign is  so  important.  Second, 
we  are  constantly  examining  our 
programs  to  ensure  that  we  are 
meeting  the  needs  of  our  stu- 
dents. We  must  focus  on  what 
we  do  well  and  work  at  doing  it 
better  than  anyone  else  does. 

We  can’t  be  everything  to  all 
people.  And  we  can  never  be 
satisfied.  We  need  to  be  thinking 
of  ways  to  improve  always.  If 
we’re  doing  a good  job,  well, 
how  can  we  do  it  better? 

Q:  What  is  the  timetable  for 
finding  a new  president? 

A:  A special  committee  is  in 
place  with  the  Board  of 
Trustees  Chair  Tom  Bass  lead- 
ing the  search  effort.  They  will 
meet  this  summer,  begin  the 
search  this  faU  and,  we  expect, 
bring  in  a new  president  in  the 
spring.  I am  confident  that 
Wesleyan  will  attract  a fantastic 
new  president,  one  the  entire 
Wesleyan  community  will  join 
me  in  supporting. 

Q:  In  closing,  how  has 
Wesleyan  made  a difference  in 
your  life? 

A:  Wow.  How  much  space 
do  we  have?  I could  talk  all  day 
and  still  not  finish.  (Laughing) 


I knew  from  the  time  I was  a lit- 
tle girl  that  1 would  attend 
Wesleyan.  But  I can’t  begin  to 
explain  what  I wonderful  expe- 
rience I had  here  as  a student  — 
it  was  even  better  than  I expect- 
ed. I was  challenged,  inspired.  1 
gained  confidence.  The  friends  I 
made  at  Wesleyan  are  still  my 
friends  today  — women  I prob- 
ably would  never  have  met  if  I 
had  gone  anywhere  else.  We 
learned  from  each  other, 
pushed  each  other,  challenged 
each  other,  had  loads  of  fun. 
And  we  still  do  all  that. 

I appreciate  very  much  that 
wonderful  four-year  period, 
including  STUNT  perfor- 
mances, playing  soccer,  per- 
forming with  the  Washboard 
Band,  the  special  relationships 
I developed  with  professors  like 
Miss  Munck  and  Mr. 
Beckelheimer.  The  band  was 
especially  important  to  me, 
and  a learning  experience  in 
itself.  I so  wanted  to  be  part  of 
that  cool  group  that  I actually 
taught  myself  to  play  a couple 
of  chords  on  the  guitar  just 
before  try-outs  because  that 
was  the  only  spot  available,  and 
then  I convinced  them  I could 
learn  the  rest.  And  I did! 

Wesleyan  opened  an  entirely 
new  world  for  me,  by  giving 
me  the  chance  to  explore  and 
develop  so  many  interests  that 
continue  today.  And  remaining 
connected  with  Wesleyan 
through  the  years  has  contin- 
ued to  enrich  my  life.  I have 
met,  working  with  and  learned 
from  so  many  fantastic  people 
here — alumnae,  trustees,  fac- 
ulty, staff  and  students.  I could 
never  give  enough  to  Wesleyan 
to  balance  the  scales.  That’s 
why  I’m  here  now  to  help  with 
this  transition.!

Most  new  academic 

programs  begin  with 
teetering  baby  steps. 
But  Wesleyan’s  new  Executive 
Master’s  of  Business 
Administration  (EMBA)  pro- 
gram is  not  like  most. 
Although  this  unique  19- 
month  program  designed  for 
working  executives  was  only 
recently  begun,  it  is  already 
being  expanded  to  another 
county.  And  it’s  first  two  class- 
es of  EMBA  students  recently 
returned  from  a two- week  trip 
to  Russia  that  was  not  only  an 
educational  experience,  but 
will  pave  the  way  for 
Wesleyan’s  first  potential  triad 
exchange  agreement. 


Henry  County  expansion 

In  September,  Wesleyan’s 
Henry  County  EMBA  program 
will  open  its  doors.  Why  Henry 
County?  “It’s  simple,”  says  Dr. 
Austin  Schlenker,  professor  of 
business  administration  and 
director  of  the  graduate  and 
weekend  programs  in  business. 
“Henry  County  is  the  second 
fastest  growing  county  in  the 
United  States,  second  only  to  Las 
Vegas.  Naturally,  it  is  the  fastest 
growing  in  the  state  of  Georgia.” 

Not  only  is  the  area  the 
fastest  growing,  no  other  college 
or  university  offers  a MBA  pro- 
gram there.  “A  lot  of  industry  is 
moving  there  so  we  felt  our 
graduate  program  would  be  a 


good  compliment,  a good  fit,” 
Schlenker  says.  “And  we  need 
to  increase  our  community  size. 
We’ve  done  that  in  the  under- 
graduate programs  with  attract- 
ing international  students.  But 
our  graduate  program  has  been 
basically  Macon  and  Warner 
Robins.  We  need  to  expand 
beyond  those  boundaries.” 

The  Henry  County  facility 
will  be  conducted  in  the  same 
way  as  the  current  EMBA  pro- 
gram — classes  will  meet  every 
other  Friday  evening  and  all  day 
Saturday  for  19  months.  These 
classes  will  be  held  in  the  brand 
new  library  in  McDonough  and 
be  taught  by  current  faculty  and 
a group  of  visiting  professors. 


“We’re  hoping  to  start  with  12 
to  15  students,  although  we  are 
holding  all  classes  to  no  more 
than  20,”  he  says.  “That  would 
give  us  a good  start.” 

To  Russia  with  love... 

and  knowledge 

When  the  group  of  38

they  had  no  idea  what  a warm 
reception  they  would  recei\  e. 

“It  was  incredible,”  says  Steve 
Farr,  vice  president  for  admin 
istration  and  marketing,  who

Wesleyan.  “Everyone  was  so 
friendly  and  welcoming.” 

EMBA  student  Dotty  Hunt 
says  not  only  were  the  Russian 
people  welcoming,  she  was 
impressed  and  relieved. 

“1  visited  Russia  two  years 
ago  and  the  experience  left  me 
concerned  over  their  economic 
situation,”  says  Hunt,  a 1992 
graduate  of  Wesleyan  who  will 
be  in  the  EMBA  program’s  first 
graduating  class  in  August. 

“This  trip  left  me  feeling 
encouraged  that  they  are  mak- 
ing real  economic  progress.” 

Sandra  Gardner,  one  of 
Hunt  s fellow  classmates,  who 
also  happens  to  be  her  cousin,  is 
a therapist  and  program  direc- 
tor at  The  Methodist  Children’s 
Home.  She  was  impressed  with 
their  hosts  and  the  people  they 
met  in  Russia  and  said  the  trip 
fit  perfectly  with  the  EMBA 
program’s  emphasis  on  global 
business. 

“It  was  so  evident  how  the 
country  has  struggled  post-com- 
munism,” says  Gardner,  a for- 
mer Encore  student  who  gradu- 
ated from  Wesleyan  with  a 
degree  in  Spanish  in  1997  before 
earning  an  MS  degree  from 
Mercer.  “The  trip  was  eye-open- 
ing. Although  we  have  so  many 
things  they  don’t  have  there,  we 
saw  many  opportunities  in 
Russia  and  how  hard  the  people 
there  are  working  to  become  a 
self-sustaining  nation.” 

Although  the  group  visited 
several  cities,  including 
Moscow,  the  majority  of  their 
time  was  spent  in  Ulyanovsk, 
the  birthplace  of  Lenin  and  the 
home  of  Wesleyan’s  host  insti- 
tution, Ulyanovsk  State 
University.  According  to 
Schlenker,  the  group  visited 
numerous  businesses,  most 
notably  an  aircraft  manufactur- 
ing plant,  confectioneries 
(candy  manufacturers),  an  ice 
cream  plant,  a brewery  and 
“many,  many  museums  and  the 
other  usual  places  — Moscow, 


Red  Square,  Lenin’s  Tomb.” 

Even  though  the  entire  trip  is 
something  she’ll  always  remem- 
ber, Hunt  says  she  was  particu- 
larly impressed  by  two  of  the 
lectures  they  attended  where 
Russian  experts  made  economic 
projections  about  their  coun- 
try’s future.  “Having  been  there 
before,  1 knew  the  economic  sit- 
uation was  bleak  shortly  after 
the  fall  of  communism.  Getting 
a chance  to  see  how  things  are 
better  and  that  the  United 
Methodist  Church  is  helping 
made  me  feel  better,”  says 
Hunt,  who  is  the  music  director 
of  Vineville  United  Methodist 
Church  in  Macon,  which  sup- 
ports a sister  United  Methodist 
Church  in  Russia.  “The  other 
real  highlight  was  the  wedding.” 

“The  wedding”  Hunt  refers  to 
occurred  on  a Saturday  evening 
of  the  trip  when  Schlenker,  Farr 
and  Dr.  Philip  Taylor,  associate 
professor  of  economics,  attend- 
ed a meeting.  According  to  Farr, 
when  the  they  returned  to  the 
group’s  hotel  late  in  the  evening, 
happy  residents  and  the  sounds 
of  celebration  greeted  them. 
“There  was  a wedding  at  the 
hotel  that  day.  When  our  stu- 
dents heard  about  it,  they  took 
up  a collection  and  ended  up 
with  around  $250,”  Farr  says. 
“They  found  out  the  bride’s  sis- 
ter spoke  some  English,  so  they 
told  her  that  it  is  customary  in 
the  United  States  to  present  the 
new  couple  with  a gift.  When 
the  sister  presented  the  gift  from 
our  students,  the  bride  almost 
fainted  when  they  gave  her  the 
equivalent  of  roughly  four 
month’s  salary  by  Ulyanovsk 
standards.  They  were  so 
impressed  that  our  students 
would  do  this,  that  the  newly- 
weds invited  our  entire  group 
into  the  reception.  When  we 
returned  from  our  meeting, 
there  were  all  our  students  danc- 
ing and  singing  with  the  wed- 
ding party.  It  was  incredible.” 

However,  as  much  as  the 


group  enjoyed  the  educational, 
cultural  and  social  aspects  of  the 
trip,  another  primary  purpose  of 
the  venture  was  to  further 
strengthen  the  ties  between 
Wesleyan  and  Ulyanovsk  State 
University.  According  to  Farr, 
the  trip  also  was  a means  to  pave 
the  way  for  a possible  sister  city 
arrangement  between  Ulyanovsk 
and  Macon  and  last,  but  certain- 
ly not  least,  steps  were  taken  to 
begin  the  triad  exchange  agree- 
ment.”We  are  planing  on  form- 
ing our  first  triad  exchange 
agreement  between  Wesleyan, 
Ulyanovsk  State  and  select 
Chinese  institutions,”  Farr  said. 
“We  currently  don’t  have  any 
exchange  programs  in  China.  In 
addition,  we  and  Ulyanovsk  are 
exploring  expanding  the  rela- 
tionship we  have  and  possibly 
adding  new  majors.” 

One  particularly  exciting 
result  of  the  trip  was  that  Acting 
President  Ruth  A.  Knox  has 
been  approached  to  speak  at  a 
conference  in  Ulyanovsk  this 
November.  Currently 
Ulyanovsk  is  the  only  University 
in  Russia  with  a Board  of 
Trustees.  The  other  universities 
are  considering  that  system,  so 
they’ve  invited  President  Knox 
to  speak.  Ulyanovsk  will  also 
present  honorary  doctorate 
degrees  to  President  Knox  and 
Farr  for  their  roles  in  building 
the  relationship  between  the 
two  institutions. 


Regardless  if  President  Knox 
speaks  at  the  conference  or  not, 
Taylor  is  hoping  to  take  a group 
of  Wesleyan  College  under- 
graduates to  Russia  in  May. 

“Undergraduate  programs 
are  already  in  place,  so  it  would 
be  natural  for  us  to  take  over  a 
group  of  our  undergraduates,” 
Taylor  says.  “We  would  also  like 
to  expand  from  just  business  to 
other  disciplines.  Ulyanovsk  is 
also  a liberal  arts  institution, 
which  offers  dance,  music  and 
literature.  I think  it  would  be 
great  to  expose  our  undergradu- 
ates from  various  disciplines  to 
their  culture  and  history.” 

Gardner  agrees  that  the  pro- 
gram would  be  beneficial  to 
others  — she  not  only  brought 
back  knowledge  and  a greater 
understanding,  she  also  gained 
a whole  new  perspective. 

“As  we  were  standing  in  Red 
Square  it  struck  me  — here  we 
are  halfway  around  the  world  in 
such  an  historic  place,”  she  says. 
“And  at  the  same  instant,  I 
thought  it  was  amazing  that 
around  10  years  ago  we 
(Americans  and  Russians)  were 
in  such  a conflict  with  each 
other,  afraid  of  each  other.  It 
was  very  emotional  thinking 
how  we  have  been  able  to  over- 
come such  a conflict  and  repair 
our  relationship  with  this  coun- 
try. It  makes  you  realize  that 
people  really  aren’t  that  differ- 
ent wherever  you  go.”  ■

The  countdown  has  begun 
and  donors  are  leaping  into 
Wesleyan  College  s $30 
Million  Endowment  Challenge 
— the  Leap  of  Faith  Campaign. 
Launched  with  a $15  million  gift, 
anonymous  donors  challenged 
the  college  to  raise  a two-for-one 
match  by  December  2003.  As  of 
May  3 1 , 2002,  Wesleyan  had 
received  more  than  $3  million  in 
gifts  and  pledges. 

Gifts  can  be  made  in  a single 
payment  or  over  a period  of 
time.  To  qualify  for  the  match, 
pledges  must  be  presented  by 
December  2003  and  fully  paid 
by  December  2006.  In  addition 
to  cash,  Wesleyan  accepts  gifts  of 
appreciated  securities  and  even 
gifts  made  with  credit  cards. 

Through  the  challenge,  the 
donors  have  created  a unique 
opportunity  for  coUege  support- 
ers to  help  fund  endowed  scholar- 
ships, endowed  chairs,  endowed 
program  support,  endowed 
maintenance  funds  and  an  unre- 
stricted endowment  fund. 

In  a bold  move,  the  college 
lowered  its  tuition,  but  for  some 
students,  reduced  tuition  isn't 
enough.  What  makes  a differ- 
ence is  scholarship  support. 
Approximately  98  percent  of 
Wesleyan  students  benefit  from 
scholarship  assistance,  with 


almost  80  percent  of  the  assis- 
tance need-based. 

Endowed  scholarships  allow 
Wesleyannes  to  turn  dreams 
into  diplomas.  Once  such  stu- 
dent is  Kristin  Goodson.  “1 
would  not  have  been  able  to 
come  to  Wesleyan  without  the 
Findlay  Scholarship,”  says 
Goodson,  who  just  completed 
her  first  year  at  Wesleyan.  ‘Tt 
not  only  supports  paying  for 
my  studies,  but  it  also  allows  me 
to  do  independent  research  and 
studies  that  you  would  only  be 
able  to  do  in  graduate  school.” 

Endowed  scholarships  are  the 
gifts  that  keep  on  giving.  A per- 
centage of  the  earnings  on  an 
endowed  scholarship  is  awarded 
annually  to  students.  A percent- 
age of  the  proceeds  also  goes 
back  in  to  the  endowment.  As 
the  endowment  grows  so  does 
the  amount  of  the  annual  award. 

Donors  can  honor  a relative 
or  favorite  faculty  member  or 
leave  a permanent  mark  on 
campus  by  endowing  a scholar- 
ship in  their  family  name. 

Recent  graduate  and  Heyward 
Scholar,  Crystal  Rogers,  is  just 
one  of  the  many  students  who 
have  benefited  from  such  a 
scholarship.  was  able  to  spend 
more  time  pursuing  my  musical 
interests  and  education  without 
the  financial  burdens 


and  worries  many  college  stu- 
dents have,”  said  Rogers,  who 
graduated  in  May  2002  with  a 
degree  in  music.  **And  1 was  so 
honored  to  be  the  senior  repre- 
sentative for  the  scholarship. 

Unlike  annual  gifts,  endow- 
ment gifts  are  unique  in  that  they 
offer  a perpetual  income  source 
for  the  programs  that  make 
Wesleyan  ‘‘First  for  Women.”  It 
allows  the  college  to  recruit  the 
most  able,  most  dedicated  stu- 
dents and  provide  financial  sup- 
port according  to  their  needs. 
Endowment  resources  make  it 
possible  for  Wesleyan  to  com- 
pete for  the  most  outstanding 
faculty  — inspired  teachers  who 
are  leaders  in  their  fields  of  study. 
Endowments  provide  the  flexi- 
bility to  support  new  programs 
and  initiatives.  Finally,  a strong 
endowment  allows  an  institution 
to  weather  a sudden  difficulty  — 
a poor  stock  market,  an  off  year 
or  an  unexpected  challenge. 

In  simple  financial  terms, 
Wesleyan’s  endowment  repre- 
sents the  college’s  long-term 
investments.  Unlike  the  other 
two  sources  of  revenue  — 
tuition  and  fees  and  annual 
gifts,  which  are  spent  during  the 
year  they  are  received  — the 
principal  of  endowment  gifts  is 
never  spent.  Instead,  it  is  invest- 
ed and  the  earnings  generated

In  the  never-ending  quest  to 
fine-tune,  add  and  expand  pro- 
grams to  meet  the  changing 
needs  of  students,  a new  major 
was  approved  this  past  fall.  The 
new  interdisciplinary  advertis- 
ing and  marketing  communica- 
tion program  includes  courses 
in  business,  communication 
and  graphic  design. 

‘‘Students  have  been  asking 
for  this,”  says  Dr.  Glenna  Dod, 
D.  Abbott  Turner  professor  of 
Free  Enterprise  and  chair  of  the 
Division  of  Social  and 
Behavioral  Sciences  at 


Wesleyan.  “So  we  (faculty  and 
administration)  met  with  local 
advertising  agencies,  including 
iMedia,  Carroll  Printing  and  the 
Bright  Ideas  Group,  and  asked 
what  skills  and  traits  they  are 
looking  for  when  they  hire 
someone.  We  designed  the 
major  to  make  sure  the  courses 
we  offer  provide  students  with 
those  skills.” 

The  major,  which  was 
approved  in  the  fall  of  2001, 
requires  a total  of  42  hours  of 
course  work,  including  an 
internship  and  integrative  cap- 
stone course.  Most  of  the  class- 
es are  in  business  and  graphic 
design  with  four  courses  in 
communication,  including  per- 
suasion. “Since  persons  who 
work  in  graphic  design  work 
with  customers,  they  also  need 
those  business  and  communi- 
cation courses  to  get  those 
skills,”  Dod  says. 

Dr.  Libby  Bailey  agrees. 
“Many  of  our  students  have 
expressed  an  interest  in  the 
advertising  field,”  says  Bailey,  art 
department  chair  and  associate 
professor  of  art.  “Additionally, 
students  from  our  department 
who  intern  at  ad  companies  tell 
me  that  communicating  with 


customers  and  selling  their 
products  is  a large  part  of  the 
advertising  business.”

Distinguished  Service 
TO  THE  Community 
Bettye  Withers  Barnes  ’42 

How  does  one  define  a “Hometown  Hero?” 

For  citizens  in  Savannah,  Georgia,  and  the  local 
CBS  affiliate  that  awards  this  annual  honor,  the 
life  and  work  of  Bettye  Barnes  is  definition 
enough.  Bettye  Barnes  identifies  herself  as  a homemaker  and,  as  all 
who  know  her  would  say,  she  is  homemaker  to  the  hungry,  the 
cold,  the  unemployed  and  the  homeless  of  Savannah.  Whether  she 
is  transporting  food  and  clothing  to  the  needy,  assisting  with  the 
work  of  Union  Mission  or  visiting  sick  members  from  her  church. 
Isle  of  Hope  Methodist  Church,  Bettye  Barnes  has  touched  the 
lives  of  those  most  in  need  in  her  community. 

Bettye  began  her  lifetime  of  community  service  in  Atlanta  during 
her  early  married  years.  This  mother  of  four  daughters  was  active 
with  Campfire  Girls,  PTA,  Wesleyan,  her  church,  and  the  board  of 
the  Florence  Crittenden  Home  for  Unwed  Mothers.  When  she  and 
her  husband,  Ben,  moved  to  Savannah,  Bettye  found  causes  that 
have  enabled  her  to  enrich  and  change  even  more  lives.  The  Wesley 
Community  Center  (an  inner  city  child  care  program),  Appalachian 
Service  Project  (a  summer  work  project  for  teenagers).  Inner  City 
Night  Shelter  and  Union  Mission  are  just  a few  of  the  organizations 
in  Savannah  that  have  benefited  from  Bettye’s  service. 

Bettye  has  been  a long  time  board  member  of  the  Second  Harvest 
Food  Bank  of  Georgia,  which  became  the  parent  organization  to 


Second  Servings.  During  Bettye’s  involvement  with  Second  Harvest, 
the  organization’s  distribution  of  food  to  500  non-profit  agencies 
has  increased  from  2 million  pounds  to  5 million  pounds  annually. 
Bettye  initiated  the  Second  Servings  program  by  persuading  institu- 
tional food  services  such  as  restaurants,  hospitals,  and  hotels  to 
donate  unused  prepared  food,  which  is  then  distributed  to  hungry 
children  at  Kids  Cafes  around  the  city.  Under  her  leadership,  this 
program  has  grown  from  a small  service  that  included  a donated 
van  and  a few  volunteers  to  an  organization  that  delivers  more  than 
120,000  meals  a year  to  more  than  700  children  five  days  a week. 

In  Savannah,  the  goal  of  Union  Mission  is  to  end  homelessness. 
The  J.C.  Lewis  Health  Center,  an  outgrowth  of  the  mission,  pro- 
vides a care  clinic  for  homeless  people.  Bettye  has  worked  to  meet 
the  pharmaceutical  needs  of  patients  by  asking  area  physicians  to 
donate  sample  medicines.  This  effort  enables  the  homeless  to  get 
the  medicine  they  need.  Her  work  with  Union  Mission  also 
extends  to  the  Bread  & Butter  Cafe,  a training  restaurant  in  the 
culinary  arts  for  those  living  in  poverty,  where  Bettye  serves  on  the 
interview  committee  for  potential  students  and  was  a recent  speak- 
er at  their  graduation. 

LaVanda  Brown,  a 1992  Wesleyan  alumna  and  director  of  hous- 
ing services  at  Union  Mission,  says  of  Bettye,  “Every  success  story 
has  been  touched  by  Mrs.  Barnes  in  some  way.  Every  client  that 
moves  on  to  his  or  her  own  home,  or  a sick  person  who  gets  well, 
or  a child  prepared  for  the  winter  cold,  or  a hungry  person  fed,  or 
the  jobless  qualifying  for  job  training  — every  one  has  been 
touched  in  some  way  by  this  wonderful  woman.”

Distinguished  Service 
TO  THE  Church 
Anne  Carlton  Blanchard  ’47 

For  Anne  Carlton  Blanchard»  service  to  the 
church  has  not  been  a career  but  a calling. 
Over  the  past  six  decades,  she  has  given  whole- 
hearted, distinguished  service  to  the  United 
Methodist  Church.  Her  outstanding  example,  demonstrated 
through  her  teaching,  published  writings,  and  creative  contribu- 
tions to  innovative  forms  of  worship,  has  inspired  generations  of 
youth  and  adults. 

A native  of  Oxford,  Georgia,  Anne  grew  up  in  the  church.  As  a 
Wesleyan  student  she  was  a member  of  the ‘T”  board,  served  as  a 
youth  director  at  Mulberry  Street  Methodist  Church,  as  president 
of  the  Georgia  Methodist  Student  Conference,  and  traveled  with 
Methodist  Youth  Caravans  in  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  Kentucky 
and  Oklahoma. 

After  graduating  summa  cum  laude,  Anne  married  Dick 
Blanchard,  a Methodist  minister,  and  served  as  his  helpmate  dur- 
ing his  career.  Since  her  marriage,  Anne  has  spent  55  years  (and 
counting)  in  Georgia,  North  Carolina  and  Florida,  answering  the 
call  to  serve  the  church  and  her  family  in  special  ways.  A mother  to 
three  children,  Anne  is  devoted  to  her  daughters,  Carol  Ann  and 
Emily;  her  son  Rick  became  a quadriplegic  at  age  17  and  died  in 
1996.  Despite  this  personal  sorrow,  it  is  Anne’s  steadfast  faith  that 
has  enabled  her  to  continue  to  give  of  her  remarkable  talents  over 
the  years.  And  what  other  statistics  do  these  past  55  years  bring? 
Twenty  three  years  of  service  as  an  MYF  Counselor,  51  as  a mem- 
ber of  UMW  and  37  years  as  a Sunday  School  teacher.  Anne  has  led 
and  directed  retreats  and  workshops,  planned  events  for  annual 
conferences  and  more. 

Anne’s  influence  as  a teacher  of  Christian  ethics  and  Biblical 
studies  reached  far  beyond  her  Sunday  school  classes.  Her  scholar- 
ship and  inspirational  style  was  recognized  when  the  national 
Methodist  Board  of  Education  commissioned  her  to  write  material 
for  Methodist  youth.  From  1961  to  1974,  Anne  authored  dozens  of 
articles  for  Roundtable,  Workers  with  Youth,  and  New  Creation,  all 
nationally  circulated  publications.  Her  play  ‘’The  Vineyard”  was 
even  produced  for  network  television. 

In  1957,  while  living  in  Coral  Gables,  Anne  introduced  liturgical 
dance  to  churches  in  Florida,  after  reading  about  an  art  form 
known  as  rhythmic  choir.  For  three  decades  Anne  formed,  trained 
and  directed  rhythmic  choirs  at  seven  Florida  churches.  For  four 
years,  her  group  performed  on  NBC’s  Channel  7 in  Miami.  It  was 
because  of  Anne’s  influence  that  members  of  her  choirs  as  well  as 
other  young  women,  attended  Wesleyan.  Her  sister,  Emmie 
Carlton  Johnson  ’49,  and  her  daughter,  Carol  Ann  ’73,  are  also 
Wesleyan  alumnae. 

Anne’s  dedication  to  service  is  matched  by  her  enthusiasm  for 
travel  and  these  two  interests  are  often  combined.  Anne  has  trav- 
eled to  more  than  100  countries  and  has  led  tours  on  sbc  conti- 
nents. She  has  presented  many  programs  based  on  her  travels  and 
is  still  in  demand  as  a speaker.  Fifty-five  years  after  her  graduation 
from  Wesleyan,  Anne  continues  to  enrich  the  life  of  the  church  she 
has  served  for  decades. 


Distinguished  Achievement 
IN  A Profession 
Elizabeth  Martin  Bunte  ’68 

Helping  students  to  find  their  voice  and  place 
in  the  world,  encouraging  excellence  and  the 
love  of  life-long  learning,  are  some  of  the  rea- 
sons why  Betsy  Martin  Bunte  represents  the 
“best  of  the  best”  in  the  teaching  profession.  A role  model  not  only 
for  students  and  for  other  new  teachers,  Betsy’s  influence  as  a 
teacher  and  mentor  are  only  a part  of  her  on-going  contribution  to 
her  profession.  Following  in  the  steps  of  her  “hero,”  Professor 
Emerita  of  English  Ann  Munck  ’38,  Betsy  has  dedicated  her  life  to 
educating  her  students  and  encouraging  them  to  reach  for  excel- 
lence. Like  Ann  Munck,  Betsy  expects  only  the  best  from  her  stu- 
dents and  allows  no  place  for  mediocrity  in  her  classroom.  And  her 
students  at  Campbell  High  School  in  Smyrna,  Ga.,  where  she  teach- 
es Composition  and  American  Literature  rise  to  that  challenge. 
According  to  Campbell  High  School  Principal  Thomas  Dohrmann, 
it  is  Betsy’s  ability  to  engage  students  to  consistently  elicit  perfor- 
mance improvement  that  sets  her  apart  from  others. 

Her  students  recognize  how  fortunate  they  are  to  have  such  an 
inspiring  educator,  and  last  year  Betsy’s  teaching  excellence  was 
also  recognized  when  she  received  the  prestigious  Milken  Family 
Foundation  Award  — an  award  presented  to  only  120  teachers 
nationally  each  year.  In  addition  to  the  Milken  award,  Betsy  has 
garnered  numerous  well-deserved  honors  and  awards  throughout 
her  career,  including  Teacher  of  the  Year  awards  from  Cobb 
County,  Campbell  High  School,  East  Cobb  Middle  School  and 
Roswell  High  School.  In  2001,  she  was  runner  up  for  Georgia 
Teacher  of  the  Year.  A recipient  of  the  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr. 
Humanitarian  Award  from  Campbell  High,  she  was  recognized 
also  by  the  Atlanta  Journal  and  Constitution  as  an  Honor  Teacher 
nominee,  and  her  name  can  be  found  in  Who*s  Who  Among 
America's  Teachers. 

After  graduating  from  Wesleyan  in  1968,  Betsy  continued  her 
education  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill,  and 
earned  her  master’s  degree  there  in  1969.  Post-graduate  work  at 
Georgia  State  University  followed.  As  one  who  believes  in  continu- 
ously learning  and  expanding  one’s  horizons,  this  wife  and  mother 
is  not  only  an  active  teacher,  but  a student  as  well.  She  was  named 
a fellow  at  both  the  National  Writing  Project  at  Kennesaw  State 
University  and  at  the  Belfer  National  Educators’  Conference, 
United  States  Holocaust  Museum  in  Washington,  D.C.  She  also 
spent  a month  in  Poland  and  Israel  with  45  other  teachers  studying 
the  Holocaust.  A published  writer,  Betsy  received  a grant  from 
Southern  Bell  for  her  work,  “Prejudice:  Breaking  Down  the  Walls” 
while  the  Cobb-Marietta  Junior  League  awarded  her  a grant  for 
another  work  entitled  “Call  it  Courage.” 

Betsy  has  represented  Wesleyan  well  in  the  communities  in  which 
she  has  lived.  This  mother  to  three  daughters  is  married  to  Lou  Bunte. 
Betsy  is  currently  an  elder  and  Sunday  School  teacher  at  Peachtree 
Presbyterian  Church  and  works  with  Habitat  for  Humanity. 
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Distinguished  Service 
TO  Wesleyan 

Gena  Roberts  Franklin  ’71 

“True,  faithful,  and  loyal,  dear  Wesleyan,  to 
thee.”  These  words  from  Wesleyan’s  alma  mater 
are  embodied  in  the  lifelong  service  of  Gena 
Roberts  Franklin.  She  has  served  as  student 
leader,  alumna  volunteer,  faculty  member.  Alumnae  Director,  and, 
most  recendy,  Vice-President  for  Institutional  Advancement,  a 
resume  of  service  that  may  be  unique  in  the  history  of  our  alma  mater. 

A Golden  Heart,  Gena  received  her  degree  cum  laude  in  1971. 
After  graduation  she  maintained  her  commitment  to  the  college  as 
a volunteer,  first  with  the  Macon  Alumnae  Club,  then  later  as  a 
member  of  the  Alumnae  Board  of  Managers  for  nine  years,  the  last 
three  of  which  she  served  as  president  of  the  Wesleyan  College 
Alumnae  Association,  the  highest  volunteer  leadership  position  of 
the  association.  The  Alumnae  Campaign:  Tradition  and  Vision, 
the  effort  that  raised  over  6 million  dollars  and  endowed  six  teach- 
ing chairs  for  the  college,  was  first  conceived  during  her  presidency 
and  it  was  her  enthusiasm  and  confidence  in  the  alumnae  of  this 
college  that  brought  together  the  team  that  accomplished  that  goal. 
Upon  the  conclusion  of  her  term  as  president,  Gena,  whose  great 
charm  is  matched  only  by  her  strength  of  character  and  leadership, 
was  described  as  “the  perfect  combination  of  Her  Serene  Highness 
Princess  Grace  and  Lee  lacocca.” 

Earning  her  Master  of  Arts  degree  in  Speech  Communication  at 
Mississippi  State  University  for  Women,  Gena  returned  to 
Wesleyan  as  an  adjunct  professor,  was  promoted  to  full-time  pro- 
fessor, and  retired  as  Chair  of  the  Department  of  Communications. 
In  addition  to  her  professional  responsibilities,  Gena  served  as  a 
student  government  advisor,  a role  that  proved  vital  for  students 
who  experienced  the  threatening  climate  of  Wesleyan’s  proposed 
merger  with  Mercer  University  in  the  early  1980s. 

In  1991,  Gena  assumed  the  position  of  Alumnae  Director,  travel- 
ing widely  to  share  Wesleyan’s  story  with  other  alumnae  and  inspir- 
ing them  to  greater  endeavors  in  its  service.  In  1993,  Gena  left  her 
position  as  Alumnae  Director  to  become  Vice-President  for 
Institutional  Advancement.  A graduate  of  Harvard  University’s 
Institute  for  Educational  Management,  she  worked  with  two  presi- 
dents of  the  college  and,  under  her  direction,  Wesleyan’s  endow- 
ment grew  from  $17.7  million  in  1992  to  nearly  $40  million  before 
her  retirement  in  2001. 

To  provide  a complete  list  of  everything  Gena  has  done  for 
Wesleyan  in  the  past  3 1 years  would  be  impossible.  From  serving 
as  class  sponsor,  as  a member  of  STUNT  Reading  Committee,  as  a 
hostess  for  her  class  reunion,  to  overseeing  the  image  of  the  col- 
lege projected  to  the  world,  Gena  has  never  given  Wesleyan  any- 
thing but  her  best. 

Gena  is  the  mother  of  two  daughters  and  she  and  husband 
George  have  been  married  for  32  years.  A member  of  Martha 
Bowman  Memorial  United  Methodist  Church,  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  Goodwill  Industries  of  Middle  Georgia  and 
Leadership  Macon’s  Class  of  1992,  Gena  was  the  first  female  mem- 
ber of  the  Macon  Rotary  Club. 


Distinguished  Achievement 
IN  A Profession 
The  Reverend  Reba 
Thurmond  ’57 

When  Reba  Thurmond  graduated  from 
Wesleyan  College  in  1957  — as  both  “Marbles 
Champion”  and  a founding  member  of  the 
Washboard  Band  — her  lifetime  of  devotion  to  the  education  and 
welfare  of  women  was  just  beginning.  Her  remarkable  career  as  a 
United  Methodist  Minister  and  as  Campus  Pastor  for  West  Virginia 
University  for  27  years  is  highlighted  by  her  pioneering  work  on 
behalf  of  the  women  of  her  campus,  her  community,  and  her  state. 

Reba  received  her  M.R.E.  from  Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
1963  and  her  M.Div.  from  Pittsburgh  Theological  Seminary  in 
1975.  She  became  an  ordained  elder  in  the  West  Virginia  Annual 
Conference  and  served  as  director  of  Christian  Education  in  two 
Methodist  churches  before  beginning  her  career  as  the  United 
Methodist  Campus  Pastor  for  West  Virginia  University  in  1971. 

Through  her  work  with  students  at  the  university,  Reba  became 
involved  with  the  founding  of  the  Rape  Crisis  Center  of  Morgantown, 
which  expanded  in  1978  to  become  the  Rape  and  Domestic  Violence 
Information  Center,  and  acted  as  its  director  for  several  years.  When  a 
local  district  attorney  refused  to  prosecute  any  cases  of  rape,  Reba  and 
her  fellow  volunteers  worked  to  oust  him  from  office  and  to  replace 
him  with  an  attorney  who  took  the  crime  seriously. 

Her  work  with  women  led  Reba  to  see  the  need  for  the  university 
to  offer  a class  on  human  sexuality,  which  she  co-authored  and  co- 
taught from  1974-1999.  A pioneer  in  the  field,  Reba  took  part  in  a 
conference  on  teaching  human  sexuality  in  higher  education  in  1999. 

Her  activism  in  women’s  issues  led  West  Virginia’s  then  gover- 
nor, Jay  Rockefeller,  to  appoint  Reba  as  chair  of  the  newly  legislated 
West  Virginia  Women’s  Commission,  where  she  served  from 
1977-1986  in  an  effort  to  raise  the  status  of  women  in  that  state. 

She  also  served  on  the  Advisory  Board  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Welfare  and  as  president  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  West 
Virginia  Women’s  Foundation. 

Union  Theological  Seminary  named  Reba  to  its  Board  of 
Directors  and  passed  a resolution  at  the  end  of  her  tenure  stating, 
“Reba  has  provided  in  herself,  in  her  history  as  an  ordained 
Methodist  minister,  and  her  long  commitment  to  a university  cam- 
pus, a model  of  ministry.” 

Reba  was  also  a founding  member  of  West  Virginia  University’s 
Social  Justice  Council;  the  nation’s  only  university  council  that 
brings  campus  constituencies  together  to  determine  university 
policies  toward  social  justice. 

A recipient  of  the  1985  Mary  Catherine  Buswell  Award  for 
Outstanding  Service  to  Women  at  WVU,  Reba  has  also  received 
the  Underwood  Fellowship  in  Campus  Ministry  from  the  Danforth 
Foundation  and  the  Francis  Asbury  Award  for  Fostering  United 
Methodist  Ministries  in  Higher  Education,  among  other  honors. 
She  remains  active  as  a trustee  of  the  West  Virginia  Annual 
Conference  and  as  a supply  pastor  for  churches  in  West  Virginia.

On  April  11,  2002  Trustee  Emeritus  Rufus  K.  Green  died  after  a lengthy  illness.  Rufus  began  his 
service  on  the  Board  as  an  active  trustee  in  1970.  For  over  28  years  he  served  the  college  he  loved. 

Active  indeed  describes  Rufus’  service  to  Wesleyan.  He  was  a member  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  the  Finance  Committee,the  Development  Committee,the  Building  Committee,  and 
numerous  ad  hoc  committees  of  the  board.  He  was  Chairman  of  Special  Gifts  and  Adanta  Area 
Chairman  of  not  one  but  two  capital  funds  campaigns  to  benefit  the  college.  He  was  a trustee  who 
examined  the  walls  and  walked  the  grounds,  who  read  the  reports  and  studied  the  audit  sheets,  who 
asked  questions  and  learned  answers. 

Rufus  believed  in  Wesleyan  and  its  mission  as  a woman’s  college.  He  and  his  wife  Jane  Mulkey, 
Class  of ’42  and  ’43  established  the  Rufus  K.  and  Jane  Mulkey  Green  Scholarship  to  be  awarded  to 
an  outstanding  student  of  oral  or  written  English.  The  Greens  were  charter  members  of  the  Society 
for  the  21st  Century. 

Rufus  Green  served  the  college  faithfully  and  well  during  his  tenure  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  giv- 
ing generously  of  his  time  and  his  resources.  His  devotion  to  and  concern  for  Wesleyan  grew  as  did 
his  years  of  service.
